Venice, Jan. 28. The Ship cal’d Our Lady of 
the Rofary, which is arrivd from Vonftantinople, 
has brought the News, Thai the Captain Pahhaw 
(or Admiral) had temonftrated with fo much Ear- 
neftnefs to the Grand Vizier and the otber Minifters, 
that there was Ground to fear a general Infarre@ion 
of the Janizaries and Spahies unlefs they had Work 
found them, by being imploy’d in fome War, that 
they feem’d to be convinc’d: For, befides 40 Gal- 
liocs, a like Number of Saicks were orde:’d to be 
fited ont; Canon and Morcers were cafting ; and 
other Preparations made; bur with what Defign © 
was not divulg’d. This News is confirm’d by Let- 
ters from Conitantinople by Land, which add, that 
the Bathaws of Afia were making great Levies, and 
had Orders fent them to have their [Troops compleat 
forthwith, and ina Readinefs to march on the firft 
Notice. 

Romz, Jan. 20. Signior Patricio, Nuncio at Na- 
ples, who had Leave to come to this Court, has 
bzen countermanded, and order’d to continue to ex- 
ecute the Office of Nuncio there; Cardinal Gri- 
mani having declar'd, #hat Signior Aldobrandini who 
was nominated to go thiteer, would not be receiv'd 
till the Pope had acknowledg’d the Archduke for 
King of Spain. The Pope has caus'd an Edict to be 
publith’d, by which he forbids on the Penalty of the

look upon themfelves to be difcharg’d by that Acci- 
dent from the Service into which they had volunra- 
rily lifted, but the Duke de Uzeda foticirs the 
Pope to caufe them to be feiz’d. The Queen Dowa- 
ger of Poland, not havieg receiv’d for along time 
the Penfion fhe usd to have from France, has re- 
folv’d ‘is faid to go thither, and to ftop for fome 
time at Lions. There are Letters fiom Palermo in
